NOTE: To avoid any misunderstanding regarding 
the sizes and grades of trees, we make the following 
explanation: The 6 to 8 foot grade takes in trees that 
are 6 feet and over up to 8 feet, but does not include 
the 8 foot trees. The 8 to 10 foot grade takes in those 
that are 8 feet and over and under 10 feet, but not 
the 10 foot, and so on through all grades. For example, 
should you wish a tree 10 feet high and 1% inches in 
diameter (or caliper) you.must order the 10 to 12 foot 
tree; 11% to 2 inch, as the 8 to 10 foot grade does not 
include the 1% inch or 10 foot trees. All shade trees 
have been one or more times transplanted.

satisfaction. For an evergreen hedge there is noth- 
ing better than Arbor Vita and Norway Spruce. 


For Screens — To cut off unsightly views, etc., such 
shrubs as Tatarian Honeysuckle, Philadelphus Gran- 
diflora, and Common Lilac work in very nicely. These 
will attain a height of 8 to 10 feet. Where a taller 
screen is desired, Laurel-Leaf Willow, Chinese Elm, 
Lombardy Poplar, and Evergreens may be used. 


Shelter Belts — Spruces and Pines are the best for 
this purpose. Planted on the north and west side of 
buildings, they shut out the cold winter winds and 
make all more comfortable, to say nothing of the sav- 
ing in fuel for the home and feed for the stock. By 
using medium sized trees for these belts, the expense 
is but little as compared to the benefit derived.

Do not make extravagant statements 
to obtain orders. It is always better to 
do more than we promise than to prom- 
ise more than we can do. 


Be sure all orders are dated and al- 
ways leave an Exact Duplicate of the 
order as sent to us with the purchaser. 
The order and duplicate must agree to 
be legal. 


Have the purchaser place his name 
and Post Office address in the proper 
place and you re-write the name very 
plainly at the bottom of the order and 
also sign your name as salesman. 


It is very important that the place of 
delivery, post office, R. F. D. or street 
number is plainly written.

If this table does not give the dis- 
tances you desire to plant, divide 48,560 
the number of square feet in an acre,
